The absence 
of the Principles 
points to the seventh 
Virtue, Order. The 
three Principles 

unify to become 
Singularity. This is 
the eighth Virtue, yet 
it is also the first. 


Because within 
Singularity can be 
found all the 
Principles and thus 
all the Virtues. A 
circle has no end. It 
continues forever 
with all parts equally 
important to the 
success of the whole.
